The NE Monſoon begins on the Eaſtern ſhoar about the 
middle of November and continues until May, and fre- 
quently all the month of May; It begins upon the Coroman- 
dell Coaſt 2 or 3 Months ſooner than on the Eaſtern ſhoar; 
the SW. Monſoon begins on the Eaſtern ſhoar the end of 
May or begining of June, and continues till the end of Octo- 
ber or month of November. In November chere are frequent 
ſqualls from the SE and SSE. vchich continue 2 or 3 days 
ſometimes, which makes it convenient for Ships bound up 
the Bay, at this ſeaſon to keep the Eaſtern ſhoar on board ;
